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North County high school not yet Catholic

SAN MARCOS—Thomas Aquinas 
High School, the dream of a group of 
North County Catholic parents to 
furnish their children with a better 
education than the public system 
offers and reinforce their religious 
teachings, was almosta reality last fall 
according to a.report which surfaced 
in a secular newspaper in February 
1979. 


The school failed to materialize that 
September. 


Today, however, a person cantakea 
ride out to 380 Mulberry Drive here 
where the administrative office ‘and 
18 classrooms of Thomas Aquinas 
High School are located. 


SIMPLE? Hardly. A dream finally 
come true? Partly. 


The buildings,. which have been 
leased from Englert and Associates of 
San Marcos for a calendar year, are 
just a shell. There’s a handful of 
desks in one classroom, no teaching 
resources in sight, and a drive to 
recruit students which began in May 
has resulted in fewer than 50 
responses from interested parents. 


Proponents of the non-profit project 
. are facing seemingly insurmountable 
obstacles but appear confident that 
school wil b to ) establish a private high 


THE -EIGHT-MEMBER > board - of 
directors, comprised of three 
physicians, an attorney, a certified 
public accountant, and three other 
parents, is in the final stages of 
selecting teachers to fill six faculty 
positions. 


Equipment, books and materials, 
and other school-related essentials 
must be purchased before the school 
opens. 


“We'll be accepting about 140 
freshmen and sophomores. We’ve 
had several telephone inquiries and 
we've mailed out several applications 
as a result. If half respond that will be 
a good beginning. It’s difficult to tell 
yet (if the 140-student goal will be 
met),” said Charles Reeps, Boueren. 
ment administrator. 

TUITION WILL be $1,200 per 
school year. 


After a 19-month delay, the’school 
will open its doors this September, 
said Reeps. He explained that the 
leased facilities are only a temporary 
arrangement and that a 10-year 
building plan beginning in 1982 is 
envisioned to build a permanent 
‘campus and- enrollment will be 
increased to 1,000 students. 


SAN MARCOS, which is located 
between Escondido, Oceanside, and 
Poway, permits the use of modular 
units (portable classrooms) which 
could be used to accommodate an

meantime, said Reeps. 


“The idea (to establish a high 
school) started four years ago and the 
number one reason was the parents’ 
desire for a Catholic education for 
their children. They worried about the 
60-mile round trip daily to San Diego 
(to attend University High School, for 
instance),” said Reeps. 


However, contrary to- previous 


publicity, the school will not be a - 


Catholic high school: 


The issue of what constitutes a 
Catholic high school was a point of 
conflict between leaders of the North 
County project and diocesan officials. 


PROPONENTS of the school said 
that a religious program based on the 
teachings of the church made the 
school Catholic, while the diocesan 
officials maintained that only under 
the diocesan Department of Educa- 
tion could parents be assured that 
their children were receiving a 
Catholic education in accordance 


with the church. 


“A school is Catholic with a capital 
‘C’ when the bishop gives his blessing 
to it,” said Father Dennis Clark, 
diocesan superintendent of schools. 


“Everybody recognizes the need for. 


a Catholic high school in the North 
_ County. The_ 
discussed. We_ desperately want to 


address the need, but in light of ie 3 


full range of diocesan commitments it 
isn’t feasible.” 


FATHER CLARK explained that 
undertaking the establishment of a 
high school would be a multi-million 
dollar project. An example of the cost 
involved is the current University City 
High School project being undertaken 
by the San Diego Unified School 
District. The educational facility, 
scheduled to be completed by 
September 1981, will cost an 
estimated $20 million to construct 
and equip to accommodate 1,800 
students, said Dick Canner, architect 
for the school district. 


‘If this diocese were to be given a 
parcel of property in the right location 
it would be possible to examine the 
feasibility of a school in the area. But 
with the cost of land and construction 
it just isn’t possible,” ‘said Father 
Clark. 


He added that the Department of 
Education has made an effort to 
“assist in providing better bus service 
and carpoois, and the feasibility of a 
shuttle service is being discussed” for 
students in the North County who 
attend school in San Diego. 


“AND THIS IS precisely because we 
are aware of the people’s needs.” 


Father Clark explained that many of

only recently started and are 
burdened with expenses involved in 


the establishment of Parish _Pro- 


grams. 

“All new parishes are working under. 
heavy debt and are not in a position to 
support a high school at this time,” 
said Father Clark. 


BISHOP LEO T. MAHER pointed out 
that San Luis Rey Academy, located: 
five miles northeast of Oceanside, 
failed because of lack of support and 
while support is growing, it is still not 
sufficient. 


The bishop met the board members 
of Thomas Aquinas High School for 
two hours recently to explain the 
diocesan position on the issue of a 
Catholic high school at this time. 


“| TOLD THEM that they can send 
up a trial balloon. If they fail they can 
walk away from it. | can’t. | would have 
an obligation to make it succeed,” 
said Bishop Maher. 

An outcome of the meeting with the 
bishop was an agreement by the 
board members to “clarify in our 


advertising that Thomas - Aquinas 


High School is a private high school 
and within the curriculum there will 
be a religious program based on 
Catholic teachings.” 


Father Clark stated that “canon law 
gives the bishop the responsibility 
and the right to oversee and direct 
religious instruction at every level in 
the diocese, whether it is preachingin 
a church or instruction in a school.” 


THE INABILITY to obtain a

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commitment of support from the 
diocesan officials was one of the 
factors which delayed the opening of 
the school in 1979. 


“We envisioned being under the 
corporate umbrella of the diocese,” 
said John Mayr, a board member. 


Other problems contributing to the 
delay included difficulties in raising 
funds, lack of suitable facilities, and 
legal paperwork involved in establish- 
ing a non-profit organization and 
obtaining a tax-exempt status from 
the state. 


THE BOARD said there are 
currently about 250 financial backers 
donating funds to the project but the 
board remained vague about the 
financial status of the school, saying 
only that obligations are being met 
from month to month. 


“Most of these people have been 
donating money on a dream,” said Dr. 
Arthur Stehly, president of the board. 
“As the product becomes more sound 
and visible we expect to get increased 
support.” 


Reeps added that a scholarship has 
already been contributed by the 
Knights of Columbus of Encinitas, and 
two other branches have expressed 
interest in following the same route. 


SEVERAL fundraisers are planned’ 
to raise additional funds for the 
school. 


“If we can make it through the first 
year we're on our way. We need 
financial help and prayers,” said 
Reeps.

At Pacific Beach parish 


Trio tells of faith with song

SAN DIEGO—It’s tough to keep 
from toe-tapping and joining in with 
the music at the folk Mass on Sunday 
mornings at Our Lady of Refuge 
Church in Pacific Beach when a 
certain three-piece group starts 
strumming their stuff. 


THE TALENTED threesome, better 
known as the Case Trio, have shared 
their skills with the beach community 
parishioners since Our Lady of Refuge 
was founded in 1977. and were 
recently backed financially by the 
parish council in the production of a 
record album featuring country- 
gospel and traditional music. 


Brothers Noel and Bill Hall and 
Mike Reidy, who have been playing 
together since 1973 at the Madonna 
Center, an annex to St. Brigid Church, 
also in Pacific Beach, can each play a 
variety of instruments with equal 


- ease, including piano, guitar, banjo, 


bass fiddle, and congo drums. 


“We have probably played at a 
thousand weddings,” said Reidy, 35, 
and added that the trio has stayed’ 
together because they enjoy 
performing for people. 

“THEY SING in arelaxed joyful spirit 
for the sheer joy of community 
worship,” said one of their longtime 
fans, Father William Cuddihy, pastor 


of Our Lady of Refuge. “Their greatest 
joy in music comes in what they give 
to their church.” 


Father Cuddihy explained that 
profits from the record album, “A 
Closer Walk with Thee,” will benefit 
church programs and activities. 


“EVERY BIT of the money made 
from the album will go the church,” 
said the priest. ‘ 


“We have a good mixture of good 
Catholic church music,” said Reidy, a 
parishioner of Our Lady of Refuge. 
Noel and Bill Hall drive from Chula 
Vista and Del Mar respectively, to 
attend Mass and practice sessions. 
The group meets once a week for 
practice and, more often than not, 
Father Cuddihy will join in the 
sessions. 


“‘Help Me Lord’, one of the songs on 
this album, was written by Noel 
especially for our church and all of the 
songs are like breaths of the soul, 
uniting us with God,” said Father 
Cuddihy. 

ANOTHER OF THE 15 selections on 
the album, “Psalm 23” (The Lord is My 
Shepherd), was composed by Father 
Nicolas Reveles, diocesan director of 
music and professor of music at the 
University of San Diego. 

The album will be distributed 
through O’Connor’s Church Goods 
Store of San Diego.

CCS seeks refugee sponsors 


SAN DIEGO —Catholic Community 
Services is looking for sponsors to 
house Cuban refugees and find jobs 
for them, announced Father Douglas 
Regin, director of Catholic Community 
services (CCS), during a press 
conference held recently at the 
downtown diocesan center. 


“We're looking for about 80 
sponsors at this time because we have 
been asked to resettle 100 persons,” 
said Father Regin. He added that most 
of the refugees will be employable 
adult males. 


The United States Catholic 
Conference selected CCS as one of 
the several agencies to aid in the 
Cuban resettlement project because 
of the center's: “track record of 
success in the resettlement of 
refugees from Indochina,” said Father 
Regin. 

About a dozen refugees have 
already been resettled by CCS but no 
refugees will be assigned to this area if 
sponsors cannot be found for them, 
he stated. : 


“Most of them are just people 
seeking a better way of life for 
themselves,” said. Regin denying 


‘allegations made by Cuban Premier 


Fidel Castro that the more than 
125,000 people who have fled his 
regime are mostly criminals and 
homosexuals. 


According to Father Regin, fewer 
than 5 percent of the immigrating 


.. Cubans are considered criminals. The 


number of felons is even smaller and 
they will not be allowed to stay in the 
U.S., he added. Most of the so-called 
criminals are either political prisoners 
or are guilty of economic “crimes,” he 
explained. 


Four refugees attended the press 
conference and answered questions 
about their living conditions before 
and after their flight. 


One of the refugees told of her 
husband’s being found guilty of 
hoarding meat and imprisoned for 
over five years. Because of severe 
shortages, it is illegal to have more 
than four ounces of meat at any time, 
said Zenaeda Gonzalez-Maylero.

Establishment of atheism? 


Mrs. Madalyn Murray .O’Hair wants 
Congress to fire its chaplains. If Congress 
won't fire them, Mrs. O’Hair wants a judge to 
do it. 


That’s the gist, it seems, of a suit filed in 
Washington by the well-known atheist. 


Congress has two chaplains, and the 
lawsuit challenges the use of public funds 
to pay their salaries. The lawsuit really 
- seeks to establish atheism as the official 
belief of the United States government. 


The suit calls upon the single element of 
the Bill of Rights that has been most 
distorted by the courts. It is the portion of 
the Bill of Rights that says “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion.” 


Anybody who understands English 
history and language knows that the phrase 
prohibits the establishment of a- state 
religion, making certain that the established 
religion of England would not retain its 
privileged position in the new nation. 


The Constitution forbids the creation of 
an established religion, to be supported by 
the state in preference to other religious 


faiths. It is not the Constitution, but the 
courts, that have twisted the plain meaning 
of the Constitution. 


The distortion of the obvious meaning of 
the First Amendment to the Constitution 
has been used by anti-Catholic judges and 
litigants for a very long time as a 
smokescreen for denying equal rights of 


citizenship to Catholics, and especially to 


Catholic school children. 

It is ironic that what began as old 
fashioned American anti-Catholicism is 
now a threat to the expression of religious 
conviction in Congress. / 

The elimination of religious impulses and 
nonsectarian practices in government 
makes that government officfally atheistic. 

Governmental power and activity have 
grown enormously in recent decades. State 
power may compel children to attend 
officially agnostic schools and to obtain an 
agnostic education, unless their parents 
can afford a more complete education in 
nonpublic schools. Will state power in the 
future draft men and women into armed 
forces. that also adhere to the “state 
religion” of atheism? 


Atheism is official in the Soviet Union, 
which offers a disturbing and realistic 
example of what may be expected if 
government in this country is encouraged to 
stamp out religious values.

When you think back over the men 
and women you have known, you can 
probably identify a number who seem 
to maintain a remarkable stability in 
their lives. 


Such people seem to have a built-in 
gyroscope which. enables them to 
compensate and maintain direction 
when they encounter success and joy 
or failure and tragedy. They even 
manage to maintain a sense of 
tranquility and direction in the 
monotonous routines of life—the 
monotony which drives other people 
to search frantically for escape. 


IN MY EXPERIENCE, this stability 
seems to come from a very deep, 
unshakable conviction about one ora 
few basic judgments about life, 
usually religious judgments. 


By now, many of you are watching 
your tenth baseball game of the new 
Little League season. As one who's 
written on the negative side of 
organized leagues for children in the 
past, | need to do an about-face and 
tell about a really good experience of 
one of our sons. | don’t know if it was 
the program, the particular coach, or 
both, but Steve's first season with the 
YMCA’s basketball league (YBA) last 
winter was what young organized 
sports should be. 


It began with a meeting for parents 
in which we were told this was an 
activity designed for kids, not parents. 
“You're welcome to come to the 
games,” we were told,‘‘but our 
emphasis is not on individual stardom 
or winning.” 


SURE, WE THOUGHT. We'd heard 


that before and then attendedthe first -

To the extent that | achieve such 
stability (my gyroscope occasionally 
needs time to start functioning) it 
seems to rest on one very deep 
religious conviction. 

Somewhere | assimilated the 
judgment that my primary responsibi- 
lity is to make myself available for 
whatever use God wants to make use 
of me at this particular time. 


THIS CALLS FOR sensitivity to God’s 
invitations expressed in the opportu- 
nities | encounter, particularly the 
needs of people who come into my 
life. 


But it also provides a different 
perspective on the success or failure 
of my efforts. | don’t see the ultimate 
results as depending on what | 
achieve or fail to achieve.

Vatican’s declaration on euthanasia 


The following is the official English 
text of the Declaration on Euthanasia 
which was issued June 26 by the 
Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith. 


Introduction 


The rights and values pertaining to 
the human person occupy an 


important place among the questions. 


discussed today. In this regard, the 
Second Vatican Ecumenical Council 
solemnly reaffirmed the lofty dignity 
of the human person, and ina special 
way his or her right to life. The council 
therefore condemned crimes against 
life “such as any type of murder, 
genocide, abortion, euthanasia, or 
willful suicide” (pastoral constitution 
“Gaudium et Spes,” no. 27). 


More recently, the Sacred Congre- 
gation for the Doctrine of the Faith has 
reminded all the faithful of Catholic 
teaching on procured abortion.! The 
congregation now considers it 
opportune to set forth the church’s 
teaching on euthanasia. 


It is indeed true that, in this sphere 
of teaching, the recent popes have 
explained the principles, and these 
retain their full force;? but the 
progress-of medical science in recent 
years has brought to the fore new 
aspects of the question of euthanasia, 
and these aspects call for further 
flucidation on the ethical level. 


In modern society, in which even 
the fundamental values of human life 
are often called into question, cultural 
change exercises an influence upon 
the way of looking at suffering and 
death; moreover, medicine has 
increased its capacity to cure and to 
prolong life in particular circum- 
stances, which sometimes give rise to 
moral problems. 


Thus people living in this situation

experience no little anxiety about the 
meaning of advanced old age and 
death. They also begin to wonder 
whether they have the right to obtain 
for themselves or their fellowmen an 
“easy death,” which would shorten 
suffering and which seems to, them 


more in harmony with human dignity. } 


A number of episcopal conferences 
have raised questions on this subject 
with the Sacred Congregation for the 
Doctrine of the Faith. The congrega- 
tion, having sought the opinion of 
experts on the various aspects. of 
euthanasia, now wishes to respond to 
the bishops’ questions with the 
present declaration, in order to help 
them to give correct teaching to the 
faithful entrusted to their care, and to 
offer them elements for reflection that 
they can present to the civil 
authorities with regard to this very 
serious matter. 


The considerations set forth in the 
present document concern in the first 
place all those who place their faith 
and hope in Christ, who, through his 
life, death and resurrection, has given 
a new meaning to existence and 
especially to the’ death of the 
Christian, as St: Paul says: “Lf we live, 
we live to the Lord, and if we die, we 
die to the Lord” (Romans 14:8; cf. 
Philippians 1:20). 


As for those who profess other 
religions, many will agree with us that 
faith in God the creator, provider and 
Lord of life —if they share this belief — 
confers -a lofty dignity upon every 
human person and guarantees 
respect for him or her. 


It is hoped that their declaration will 
meet with the approval of many 
people of good will, who, philosoph- 
ical or ideological differences 
notwithstanding, have nevertheless a 
lively awareness of the rights of the 
human person.

Miss Quinlan, now 26, has 
continued to live in a coma after her 
parents received court permission in 
1976 to remove a respirator believed 
nega to keep the young woman 
alive. 


“ITS A BEAUTIFUL document,” 
said the young.woman’s mother, Julia 
Quinlan, in a telephone interview. She 
said the declaration “used terms that | 
ie support everything we have 

one.” 


Miss Quinlan has remained 
Clinically alive since the respirator 
was disconnected May 22, 1976. She 
was transferred from St. Clare 
Hospital, Denville, N.J., to the Morris 
View nursing home in nearby Morris 
Plains, where she. survives with 
intravenous feeding and ordinary 
care. 


Miss Quinlan had been found 
unconscious by her roommate on 
April 15, 1975. She was given 
emergency treatment at Newton 
Memorial Hospital and then trans- 
ferred to St. Clare Hospital. 

IN SEPTEMBER 1975 Joseph and 
Julia Quinlan sought permission from 
the Superior Court in- Morristown to 
unplug the mechanical respirator 


believed necessary to keep their’ 


daughter biologically alive. Permis- 
sion was denied, but the New Jersey 
Supreme Court reversed the decision 
in early 1976. 


Mrs. Quinlan said she believes the 
Vatican declaration “is a reaffirmation 
of what we have been stressing for the 
last five years. 


“We have always stressed, 
however,” she added, “that our case 
was not euthanasia or mercy killing. 
We asked the court to allow us to put 
Karen in God's hands.” 


MRS: QUINLAN said certain news- 
paper articles she has read on the 
Vatican document are inaccurate in 
comparing Karen Ann’s case to mercy 
killing. 

She said she especially liked the 
part of the document that refers to 
“relieving a person of suffering 
without doing anything to cause her 
death.” She added, “It is putting a 
person in God’s hands.” 


“It is perfect timing for the Vatican 
to release this document,” she said. 
“There has been so much discussion 
over the last five years about 
appropriate medical treatment that 
this should clear up some of the 
issues.” 


The Quinlans have used some of the 
money they have received from a 
book they co-authored on their 
experiences and from movie and 
magazine rights to open the Karen 
Ann Quinlan Center of Hope, a 
hospice in Newton, N.J. 


“When | read the document | 
thought about the hospice,” Mrs. 
Quinlan- said. “The purpose of a 
hospice is to allow a person to die with 
dignity, to die in God’s time and ina 
Christian way.” 
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often in fact been proclaimed in 
recent years through declarations 
issued by international congresses;? 
and since it is a question here of 
fundamental rights inherent in every 
human person, it is obviously wrong to 
have recourse to arguments from 
political pluralism or religious 


freedom in order to deny the universal : 


value of those rights. 


- The value of 
human life 


Human life is. the basis of all goods, 
and is the necessary source and 
condition of every human activity and 
of all society. Most people regard life 
as something sacred and hold that no 
one may dispose of it at will, but 
believers see in life something 
greater, namely a gift of God’s love, 
which they are called upon to 
preserve and make faithful. And it is 
this latter consideration that gives rise 
to the following consequences: 


1. No one can make an attempt on 
the life of an innocent person without 
opposing God's love for that person, 
without violating a fundamental right, 
and therefore without committing a 
crime of the utmost gravity.* 


2. Everyone has the duty to lead his 
or her life in accordance with God's 
plan. That life is entrusted to the 
individual as a good that must bear 
fruit already here on earth, but that 
finds its full perfection only in eternal 
life. 


3. Intentionally causing one’s own 
death, or suicide, is therefore equally 
as wrong as murder; such an action on 
the part of a person is to be 
considered as a rejection of God’s 
sovereignity and loving plan. 
Furthermore, suicide is also often a 
refusal of love for self, the denial of the 
natural instinct to live, a flight from 
the duties of justice and charity owed 
to one’s neighbor, to various 
communities or to the whole of 
society—although, as is generally 
recognized, at times there are 
psychological factors present that can 
diminish responsibility or even 
completely remove it. 


However, one must clearly 
distinguish suicide from that sacrifice 
of one’s life whereby for a higher 
cause, such as God’s glory, the 
salvation of souls or the service of 


X 


God's brethren, a person offers his or 
her own life or puts it in danger (cf. 
John 15:14). 


Euthanasia 


In order that the question of 
euthanasia can be properly dealt with, - 


_ itis first necessary to define the words 


used. 

_ Etymologically speaking, in ancient 
times euthanasia meant an easy 
death without severe suffering. Today © 
one no longer thinks of this original 
meaning of the word, but rather of 
some intervention of medicine 
whereby the sufferings of sickness or 
of the final agony are reduced,” 
sometimes also with the danger of 
suppressing life prematurely. 
Ultimately, the word euthanasia is 
used in a more particular sense to 
mean “mercy killing,” for the purpose 
of putting an end to extreme suffering, 
or saving abnormal babies, the 
mentally ill or the incurably sick from 
the prolongation, perhaps for many 
years, of a miserable life, which could 
impose too heavy a burden on their 
families or on society. 


it is therefore necessary to state 
clearly in what sense the word is used 
in the present document. 


By euthanasia is understood an 
action or an omission which of itself or_- 
by intention .causes death, in order 
that all suffering may in this way be 
eliminated. Euthanasia’s terms of 
reference, therefore, are to be found 
in the intention of the will and in the 
methods used. 


It is necessary to state firmly once 
more that nothing and no one can in 
any way permit the killing of an 
innocent human being, whether a 
fetus or an embryo, an infant or-an 
adult, an old person, or one suffering 
from an incurable disease, or one who 
is dying. Furthermore, no one is 
permitted to ask.for this act of killing, 
either for himself or herself or for 
another person entrusted to his or her | 
care, nor can be or she consent to it, 
either explicitly or implicitly. Nor can 
any authority legitimately recom- 
mend or permit such an action. For it 
is a question of the violation of the 
divine law, an offense against the 
dignity of the human person, a crime 
against life, and an attack on 
humanity. 


It may happen that, by reason of 
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prolonged and barely tolerable pain, 
for deeply personal or other reasons, 
people may be led to believe that they 
can legitimately ask for death or 
obtain it for others. Although in these 
cases the guilt of the individual may 
be reduced or completely absent, 
nevertheless the error of judgment 
into which the conscience falls, 
perhaps in good faith, does not 
change the nature of this act of killing, 


‘which will always be in itself 


something to be rejected. 


The pleas of gravely ill people who 
sometimes ask for death are not to be 
understood as.implying a true desire 
for euthanasia; in fact it is almost 
always a case of an anguished plea for 
help and love. What a sick person 
needs, besides medical care, is love, 
the human and supernatural warmth 
with which the sick person can and 
ought to be surrounded by all those 
close to him or her, parents and 
children, doctors and nurses. 


The meaning of 
suffering for 
Christians and the 
use of painkillers 


Death does not always come in 
dramatic circumstances after barely 
tolerable sufferings. Nor do we have to 
think only of extreme cases. 
Numerous testimonies which confirm 
one another lead one to the 
conclusion -that nature itself has 
made provision to render more 
bearable at the moment of death 
separations that would be terribly 
painful to a person in full health. 
Hence it is that a prolonged illness, 
advanced old age, or a State of 
loneliness or neglect can bring about 
psychological conditions that 
facilitate the acceptance of death. 


Nevertheless the fact remains that 
death, often preceded or accompan- 
ied by severe and prolonged suffering, 
is something which naturally causes 
people anguish. 

Physical suffering is certainly an 
unavoidable element of the human 
condition; on the biological level, it 
constitutes a warning of which no one 
denies the usefulness, but, since it 
affects the human psychological 
makeup, it often exceeds its own 
biological usefulness and so can 
become so severe as to cause the 
desire to remove it at any cost. 


According to Christian teaching, 
however, suffering, especially 
suffering during the last moments of 
life, has a special place in God's 
saving plan; it is in fact a sharing in 
Christ’s Passion and a union with the 
redeeming sacrifice which he offered 
in obedience to the Father's will. 
Therefore one must not be surprised if 
some Christians prefer to moderate 
their use of painkillers, in order to 


accept voluntarily at least a part of 


their sufferings and thus associate 
themselves in a conscious way with 
the sufferings of Christ crucified (cf. 
Matthew 27:34). 


Nevertheless it would be imprudent 
to impose a heroic way of acting as a 
general rule. On the contrary, human 
and Christian prudence suggests for 
the majority of sick people the use of 
medicines capable of alleviating or 
suppressing pain, even though these 
may cause as a secondary effect 
semi-consciousness and reduced 
lucidity. As for those who are not in a 
state to express themselves, one.can 
reasonably presume that they wish to 
take these painkillers, and have them 
administered according to the 
doctor's advice. 


But the intensive use of painkillers 
is not without difficulties, because the 
phenomenon of habituation generally 


_ makes it necessary to increase their 


dosage in order to maintain their 
efficacy. At this point it is fitting to 
recall a declaration by Pius XII, which 


retains its full force; in answer to a 
group of doctors who had put the 
question: “Is the suppression of pain 
and consciousness by the use of 
narcotics permitted by religion and 
morality to the doctor and the patient 
(even at the approach of death and if 
one foresees that the use of narcotics 


* will shorten life)?” 


The pope said: “If no other means 
exists, and if, in the given circum- 
stances, this does not prevent the 
carrying out of other religious and 
moral duties, yes.”® In this case, of 
course, death is in no way intended or 


sought, even if the risk of it is. 


reasonably taken; the intention is 
simply to relieve pain effectively, 
using for this purpose painkillers 
available to medicine. 


However, painkillers that cause 
unconsciousness need special 
consideration. For a person not only 
has to be able to satisfy his or her 
moral duties and family obligations; 
he or she has to prepare himself or 
herself with full consciousness for 
meeting Christ. Thus Pius XII warns: 
“It is not right to deprive the dying 
person of consciousness without a 
serious reason.”° 


Due proportion 
in the use of 
remedies 


Today it is very important to protect, 
at the moment of death, both the 
dignity of the human person and the 
Christian concept of life, against a 
technological attitude that threatens 
to become an abuse. Thus, some 
people speak of a “right to die,” which 
is an expression that does not mean 
the right-to procure death either by 
one’s own hand or by means of 
someone else, as one pleases, but 
rather the right to die peacefully with 
human and Christian dignity. From 
this point of view, the use of 
therapeutic means can sometimes 
pose problems. 


In numerous cases, the complexity - 


of the situation can be such as to 
cause doubts about the way ethical 
principles should be applied. In the 
final analysis, it pertains to the 
conscience either of the sick person, 
or of those qualified to speak in the 
sick person’s name, or of the doctors, 
to decide, in the light of moral 
obligations and of the various aspects 
of the case. ; 


Everyone has the duty tocare for his 
or her own health or to seek such care 
from others. Those whose task it is to 
care for the sick must do so 
conscientiously and administer the 
remedies that seem necessary or 
useful. 


_However, is it necessary in all 
circumstances to have recourse to all 
possible remedies? 


In the past, moralists replied that 
one is never obliged to use 
“extraordinary” means. This. reply, 
which as a principle still holds good, Is 


perhaps less clear today, by reason of: 


the imprecision of the term and the 
rapid progress made in the treatment 
of sickness. Thus some people prefer 
to speak of. “proportionate” and 
“disproportionate” means. 


In any case, it will be possible to 
make a correct judgment as to the 
means by studying the type of 
treatment to be used, its degree of 
complexity or risk, its.cost and the 
possibilities of using it, and 
comparing these elements with the 
result that can be expected, taking 
into account the state of the sick 
person and his or her physical and 
moral resources. 


In order to facilitate the application 
of these general principles, the 


' following clarifications can be added: 


—If there are no other sufficient 
remedies, it is permitted, with the 
patient’s consent, to have recourse to 
the means provided by the most 


advanced medical techniques, even if 
these means are still at the 
experimental stage and. are not 
without a certain risk. By accepting 
them, the patient can even show 
generosity in the service of humanity. 


—It is also permitted, with the 
patient’s consent, to interrupt these 
means, where the results fall short of 
expectations. But for such a decision 
to be made, account will have to be 
taken of the reasonable wishes of the 
patient's family, as also of the advice 
of the doctors who are specially 
competent in the matter. The latter 
may in particular judge that the 
investment in instruments and 
personnel is disproportionate to the 
results foreseen; they may also judge 
that the techniques applied impose 
on the patient strain or suffering out of 
proportion with the benefits which he 
or she may gain from such 
techniques. 


—It is also permissible to make do 
with the normal means that medicine 
can offer: Therefore one cannot 
impose on anyone the obligation to 
have recourse to a technique which is 
already in use but which carries a risk 
or is burdensome. Such a refusal is 
not the equivalent of suicide; on the 
contrary, it should be considered as 
an acceptance of the human 
condition, or a wish to avoid the 
application of a medical procedure 
disproportionate to the results that 
can be expected, or a desire not to 
impose excessive expense on the 
family or the community. 


—When inevitable death is 
imminent in spite of the means used, 
it is permitted in conscience to take 
the decision to refuse forms of 
treatment that would only secure a 
precarious and burdensome prolong- 
ation of life, so long as the normal care 
due to the sick personin similar cases 
is not interrupted. In such circum- 
stances the doctor has no reason to 
reproach himself with failing to help 
the person in danger. 


Conclusion 


The norms contained in the present 
declaration are inspired by a profound 
desire to serve people in accordance 
with the plan of the creator. Life is a 
gift of God, and on the other hand 
death is unavoidable; it is necessary 
therefore that we, without in any way 


ecial— —____________ 


hastening the hour of death, should 
be able to accept it with full 
responsibility and dignity. It is true 
that death marks the end of our 
earthly existence, but at the same 
time it opens the door to immortal life. 
Therefore all must prepare them- 
selves for this event in the light of 
human values, and Christians even 
more so in the light of faith. 


As for those who work in the 
medical profession, they ought to 
neglect no means of making all their 
skill available to the sick and the 
dying; but they should also remember 
how much more necessary it is to 
provide them with the comfort of 
boundless kindness and _ heartfelt 
charity. Such service to people is also 
service to Christ the Lord, who said: 
“As you did it to one of the least of 
these, my brethren, you did it to me” 
(Matthew 25:40). 


At the audjence granted to the 
undersigned prefect, His Holiness 
Pope John Paul I! approved this 
declaration, adopted at the ordinary 
meeting of the Sacred Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith, and 
ordered its publication.

Church officials, theologians agree 


Euthanasia document praised as ‘timely,’ ‘sensitive’

Moral theologians and church 
officials commenting on the Vatican's 
Declaration on Euthanasia said the 
document was a “timely” statement 
which showed “sensitivity to new 
circumstances” surrounding the care 
of the dying. 


Those commenting pointed out that 
the declaration by the Vatican 


Congregation for the Doctrine of the- 


Faith was essentially a restatement of 
the church’s opposition to euthana- 
sia, or mercy killing, and of the 
principles traditionally applied to 
treatment of the dying. 


CALLING THE declaration “a good 
document,” Jesuit Father Richard A. 
McCormick, Rose F. Kennedy 
professor of Christian ethics at 
Georgetown University’s Kennedy 
Institute, said, “It says nothing new, 
but what it says it says well and with a 
sensitivity to new circumstances.” 


Father McCormick said the 
declaration’s position was situated 
between “medical-moral optimism” 
and “medical-moral pessimism.” The 
former attitude, he said, favors “using 
every means to keep life going 
whatever the cost,” while the latter 


attitude is that life should be ended 


when it is “onerous.” 


The Vatican declaration is 
“sensitive to the complexity of the 
means used to save life,” Father 
McCormick said. 


“IT INSISTS on a proper balance 
between costs and benefit to the 
patient,” he said, and states that 
“means need not be used which only 
prolong dying; means which do not 
offer a proportionate benefit need not 
be used.” 

Father McCormick also praised the 
document for stating that decisions 
about treatment are “the patient's 
prerogative first of all” and then of the 
patient’s family in consultation with 
the physician. Recourse to court 
should not be the usual way of dealing 
with such situations, he said. 


Bishop Thomas A. Kelly, general 
secretary of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, called the 
Vatican declaration “a timely and 


welcome statement of the Catholic 
Church’s teaching on the sanctity of 
life and the moral issues which 
pertain to the preservation of life. 


“AN UNANTICIPATED conse- 
quence of the progress of medical 
technology in recent years has been to. 
add a new dimension of ethical 
complexity to these questions,” 
Bishop Kelly said. “At the same time, 
there has been a disturbing 
deterioration of respect for life, not 
only before birth but after. 


“The declaration is therefore most 
helpful for its firm, clear, compassion- 
ate setting forth of moral principles 
and its guidance in applying them.” 


Jesuit Father John R: Connery, 
professor of moral theology at Loyola 


University in: Chicago, said the - 


declaration is “a restatement and 
updating of the traditional position” 
on treatment of the dying. Calling it “a 
good statement,” he said he had not 
found “anything specifically new” in 
it. 

HE SAID the declaration’s use of the 
terms “proportionate” and “dispro- 
portionate” in speaking of remedies 
for illness, rather than the terms 
“ordinary” and “extraordinary,” was a 
use of different terminology to. 
express the same principles. 


The declaration “takes account of 
the progress that has been made in 
medicine,” Father Connery said, when 
it says that it is not necessary to use 
“sophisticated means of preserving 
life without hope of cure.” 


In the declaration, he said, “there 
does seem to be a balancing between 
the use of costly, burdensome means 
ine proportion to what sfiees will actually 

0.” 


“| THOUGHT IT was very refreshing. 
in the sense that it had a pastoral 


tone,” said Dominican Father Kevin D. - 


O'Rourke, director of the Center for 
Health Care Ethics at St. Louis 
University Medical Center. He said 
the tone of the euthanasia document 
was a marked improvement over the 
“legalistic” tone of the doctrinal 
congregation’s declaration on sexual 
ethics issued in January 1976.

of some of the human problems 
people encounter in a very realistic 
way,” Father O’Rourke. said. In 
speaking of suicide, the document 
states that it is objectively evil, he 
said, but points out that psychological 
factors diminishing responsibility are 


at times present. 


While the euthanasia document 
sets forth the same doctrine which the 
church has held and explained in the 
past, especially in the statements of 
Pope Pius XII, Father O’Rourke said, 
“where it talks about due proportion in 
the choice of remedies, it would have 
been better to point out that this due 
proportion is in relation to what Pius 
XIl_ spoke of as the higher good, 
attaining the goal of human life. 


“IN OTHER WORDS,” he added, 
“when we say that something is too 
difficult or too burdensome, it is 
implied that it would impede 
attainment of the spiritual goal of 
human life. The spiritual goal of life is 
the norm against which we judge 
whether something is proportionate 
or disproportionate, ordinary or 
extraordinary.” 


Father O’Rourke said he liked 
especially the document's statement 
that it is “permissible to make do with 
the normal means that medicine can 
offer.” 


In this connection, Father O’Rourke 
referred to the play “Whose Life Is It 
Anyway?” which was recently on 
Broadway. The main character, 
played at one time by Mary Tyler 
Moore, is paralyzed and has a 
catheter draining her kidneys. She 
wants to leave the hospital and die . 


- and asks to have the catheter 


removed so that uremic poisoning will 
set it. 


THE PLAY PRESENTS an example 
of removing a means of care that is not 
normal, Father O’Rourke said. “The 
person is able to say ‘this is too 
burdensome to me.’” He pointed out, 


however, that not everyone would 
make that decision and that others 
would be able to find spiritual motives 
for continuing to bear the burden of 
that means of sustaining life. 


Father Donald G..McCarthy, 
director of education at the Pope John 
XXII Medical-Moral Research and 
Education Center in St. Louis, said 
that the Vatican declaration “explicitly 
recognizes the complexity of 
situations where life-prolonging 
measures may be ethically optional 
and mentions a new term for such 
measures — ‘disproportionate,’ which 
means the risk and/or burden may. 
outweigh the benefit of such 
measures. 


‘“It_ emphasizes conscience 
formation in deciding one’s obligation 
to use’ such procedures. The 
declaration also insists that an 
erroneous judgment of conscience 
does not change the objectionable 
nature of the act of mercy killing. 


“IT APPEALS TO. contemporary 
concerns for inherent human rights in 
insisting upon.every innocent 
person’s right to life. It rejects a ‘right 
to.die’ if this means procuring death 
by suicide or mercy killing, but it 
approves the ‘right to die’ in the sense > 
of dying with human and Christian 
dignity and the right to use necessary 
pain medication even though it may 
shorten life.” 


“Generally speaking,” the Vatican 
declaration “doesn’t say anything new 
and one should not expect it to say 
anything new,” said Father Charles 
Curran, professor of moral theology at 
the Catholic University of America, 
Washington, D.C. Describing a 
declaration as “a particular form of 
church statement,” Father Curran 
said the euthanasia declaration “is a 
restating and bringing up to date of 
past teaching. A declaration from the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith is not a ground-breaking thing.”

WASHINGTON Wo Bice Leo 
T. Maher of San Diego joined the 
president of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops (NCCB) and the 
chairman of the NCCB Committee for 
Pro-Life Activities in welcoming the 
Supreme Court decision upholding 
the Hyde amendment, which restricts 
federal funding of abortions. 

Leaders of various pro-life 
organizations also praised the 
decision, but spokespersons for 
groups supporting legalized abortion 
said the decision was a “total 
disaster.” 


ARCHBISHOP JOHN R. QUINN of 
San Francisco, NCCB president, 


~ Archbishop John R. Quinn 


called the decision “a victory for 

freedom of conscience as well as for 
/ unborn. life.” He said the ruling 
Nf sustains the right of citizens who 
object to abortion not to be forced to 
pay for it with their taxes. . 


The archbishop continued: “The 
moral, social, legal and_ political 
controversy that began with the 
Supreme Court decision seven years 


ago has not been ended by this ruling, 
and the subject of abortion funding 
will remain a focal point of pressure 
and debate. As much as anything 
else, the ruling today underscores the 
fact that those who believe in the 
sanctity of life must redouble their 
efforts to enact a constitutional 
amendment that will protect life in all 
_ stages of its existence.” 


BISHOP MAHER said “now we look 
to the California judicial system to 
uphold the attempts of California 
legislators to limit state paid 
abortions. 


“The protection of the unborn has 


been our major concern since the | 


Supreme Court legalized abortions in 
1973. We hope this is a step that will 
restore this country’s respect for life.” 


“| am grateful that millions of 
Americans who oppose abortion and 
whose hard-earned tax. monies 
contribute to Medicaid will no longer 
have to pay for the destruction of 
human life,” said Cardinal Terence 
Cooke of New York, chairman of the 
NCCB Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities. 


THE CARDINAL NOTED, however, 
that the decision left standing the 
1973 Supreme Court decisions 
removing most restrictions on 
abortion. “On a national and state 
level,” he said, “our government is 
prevented from fulfilling one of its 
essential obligations for the common 
good —the protection of human life at 
every state of its existence. Every day 
in our country, 4,000 of the most 
defenseless members of society — 
the unborn—are destroyed.” He 
called for a human life amendment to 
protect the unborn. 


Dr. John C. Willke, president of the 


National Right to Life Committee, 
said: “The Supreme Court has given 
its sanction to what the Congress of 
the United States, the several states 


and the people of this nation have 
believed all along: the expenditure of 
public funds for abortion on demand 
is a choice that citizens in a 
democratic society must remain free 
not to make.” 


-WILLKE SAID the decision is “a 
victory for the poor, who will not now

be subjected to the bleak rationale 
that abortion is less expensive than 
caring for their children.” 


In Chicago, Americans United for 
Life called the decision “a heartening 
victory in the continuing struggle of 
Americans to secure equal protection 
of the law for all human beings 
including the unborn.” 

But AUL continued: “The Supreme 
Court has not yet reversed its 
disastrous 1973 decision mandating 
the legalization of. abortion on 
demand. The pro-life movement 
cannot and will not rest until that 
reversal is achieved.” 

DR. MILDRED JEFFERSON, presi- 
dent of Right to Life Crusade, called 
the decision “a victory for the poor 


people of the United States who have , 


had no defense against the social 


planners who are Carrying on a Class- 
war against the poor with the 
government funding of abortion.” 


A joint statement issued in 
Washington by 13 national pro-life 
groups said the decision has 
‘coalesced all right to life groups to 
redouble our efforts to restore legal 
protection to each human being from 
the moment of fertilization- without 
regard to age, health or condition of 
dependency.”

CHICAGO (NC)—There is a trend 
among pro-life legislators in the states 
to seek passage of laws that are not 
directly related to abortion and are _ 
therefore “safer” from invalidation by 
the courts, said attorneys for 
Americans United for Life, a national 
pro-life legal defense organization. 


IN INTERVIEWS before the 
Supreme Court ruled June 30 that the 
government does not have to pay for 
Medicaid abortions, both Patrick 
‘Trueman, executive director, and 
Thomas Marzen said they have noted . 
an “experimental approach,” inwhich 
several states pass legislation with 
slight variations in wording and effect. 


The “safer” laws amend state civil 
codes. Some states, such as Illinois, 
are revising their homicide codes to 
make the intentional killing of a 
pregnant woman multiple murder. 
Illinois has also passed a wrongful 
death statute that allows parents to 
sue if their unborn child dies as a 
result of someone else’s negligence. 


Several states are also working on. 
wrongful life statutes that prevent 
parents from suing if a doctor doesp't 
advise genetic testing and/or 
abortion and their child is born with a 
genetic defect. 


SUCH LEGISLATION “recognizes 
the humanity of the child” without 
directly affecting the Supreme Court's 
abortion decisions, Trueman said. 
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It is rare to find anyone who is 
satisfied with the state of his or her 
spiritual life and consistently 
comfortable with the way he or she is 
praying.

Why two Our Fathers?

Q: Why are there two versions of the 
Our Father in the Bible? 


A: Luke has the short version: 
“Father, hallowed be your name, your 
kingdom come. Give us each day our 
daily bread. Forgive us our sins for we 
too forgive all who do us wrong; and 
subject us not to the trial” (11:2-4). 
Matthew’s longer form reads: “Our 
Father in heaven, hallowed be your 
name, your kingdom come, your will 
be done on earth as it is in heaven. 
Give us today our daily bread, and 
forgive us the wrong we ‘have done as 
we forgive those who wrong us. 
Subject us not to the trial but deliver 
us from the evil one” (6:9-13). For 
both. the New American Bible 
translation is given here.

compilations (gospels), these 
‘conclusions of scholars explain the

BUT OUR AUTHOR, who sums up 
the whole law as a “command” or as a 
“word” (so in the Revised Standard 
Version, v. 14), says that it isn’t

A striking note is that any Jew of the 
time would have had no difficulty in 
accepting the Lord’s Prayer except for 
the one word: Father. This is because 
Jesus did not choose the customary 
religious Abinu (Father), but Abba 
(Daddy), which a Jew would never use 
in reference to God. Thus Jesus 
“transformed the Fatherhood of God 
from a theological doctrine into an 
intense and intimate experience; and 
he taught his disciples to pray with the

isn’t something that one has to climb 
to the skies or cross over the seas in 
order to fulfill it. No, it's something 
very close to all, a “near word.”

Why does he say that? It’s because 
he is convinced that the Lord is close 
to them, that He loves them with an 
undying love, and that He will make it 
all seem easy.

it means “everything”) were created 


in Him, through Him and for Him. To 


explain it as briefly as possible, those 
phrases mean that Christ is the 
center, the model and the goal of 
everything created. 


What makes all of it God’s “more” to 
us is, of course, that this Jesus Christ 
is “for us.” He is what He is solely for 
our sakes. He is “the first-born of the 
dead,” which means that, because of 
Him, we, too, will be raised from the 
dead. He “reconciles everything in His 
person” and “makes peace through 
the blood of His cross,” which means 
that our sins are forgiven and we are 


’ brought back to the Father. 


We learn nothing here of the 
“much” that God asks of us. But that’s 
all right; that is spelled out elsewhere.

WASHINGTON (NC)—The Senate 


Finance Committee has approved a 


bill to restore tax exempt status to the 
Knights of Columbus, a Catholic 


fraternal organization, and Catholic 


alumni. clubs.

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Pope stresses social reform during Brazil trip ©

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (NC)— 
Pope John Paul Il sounded aclear and 
urgent call for social reform 
throughout Latin America, and by 
implication the world, in his historic 
12-day visit to Brazil. 


The Pope’s insistent call, to which 
he returned frequently in his public 
pronouncements, hit a high point 
when he bluntly told a group of 


business and political leaders in - 
-Salvador July 6 that the road toward 


social justice presents a clear 
dilemma. 

JUSTICE WILL come, he said, 
“through profound and courageous 
reforms, according to principles 
expressing the supremacy and dignity 


of man, or it will come—but without | 


any lasting effect or benefit for 
humanity, of this | am convinced — by 
the forces of violence.” 


He added: “Each of you must get 
involved in this dilemma. Each of you 
must make the choice now, at this 
historic moment. 


“All societies, if they do not want to 
be destroyed from within, must 
establish a just social order.” 


FOUR DAYS earlier in Rio de Janeiro 
the Pope had stood in a slum and 
issued a challenge to “those who have 
an excess, who live in abundance, 
who live in luxury.” 


“Look around you a bit. Does it not 
hurt your heart? Do you not feel the 
stings of your conscience for your 
surplus and your abundance?” 


Throughout the world, the Pope 
said, the church “wants to be the 
church of the poor.” 


TO THE POOR he declared: | 


“(You) are particularly close to God: 
and His kingdom.” | 
But, he added, the church tells the 
poor that “it is not permissible fori 
them and their families —for 
anyone —to arbitrarily be reduced to! 
misery.” | 

“It is necessary to do everything licit!

“May abundance never deprive you 
of the spiritual fruits of the sermon on 
the mount or separate you from the 
beatitude of the poor in spirit.” 


Throughout his trip two issues 
would become common themes: a 
firm commitment to social justice and 
Brazil’s strong, deeply rooted Catholic 
faith. 


POPE JOHN PAUL asked that God 
help Brazil “build an‘exemplary form 
of social coexistence by overcoming 
imbalances and inequalities injustice 
and concord.” 


Although Brazil’s annual per capita 
income is around $1,200, the wealth 
is concentrated in the hands of a few 
and the vast majority survive on a per

On July 1 the Pope traveled to Belo 
Horizonte, where about 500,000 
people gathered at an open-air Mass 
for youths which turned into a 
spontaneous cheering festival. At one 
point, the Pope’s homily was 
interrupted by applause and chants 
for about 20 minutes. 


THE YOUTHFUL enthusiasm 
accompanied a strong papal plea for 
achieving justice through love. 
Alluding to Marxism, the Pope asked 
the young people to avoid ideologies 
based on violence, hatred and class 
warfare. 

He also warned them against being 
seduced by a consumer society which 
stressed attaining an overabundance 
of material goods as the ‘goal of 
humanity. ~

five hours and then flew to Rio de 
Janeiro for another huge outdoor 
Mass. 


IN HIS HOMILY the Pope asked that 
the Brazilian church. develop its 
pastoral program for family life. 


Not paying sufficient attention. to 
family pastoral programs is “an error 
for which we will be sorry in the 
future,” he said. 


Social and moral threats currently 
face the family in Brazil, the Pope 
said. Social threats include “sub- 
human living conditions, hygiene, 
health, education, conditions that can 
be found in the interior of the country 
and in the outskirts of the big cities, 
caused by unemployment and 
insufficient wages.” 

-MORAL THREATS include “the 
general weakening of the family 

- through lack of respect for human and 
Christian norms,” he said. 


The crowd broke into spontaneous 
cheering. at the end of the Mass as 
fireworks, shot from several sites 
surrounding the altar, errupted in the 
sky. 

The last public event of the Pope’s 
busy July 1 was a meeting with 110

BESIDES EXPRESSING the love of 
God, cultural activity should also 
foster greater love on society, he said.

But he warned against 
involvement in partisan politics and 
ideologies. ~ 


“Leadership and militancy in 
political parties and the exercising of 
public office is the proper role of 
the laity which should promote the 
defense of human dignity and 
inalienable rights,” he said. 


In the afternoon the Pope ordained 
70 priests during a Mass at the 
Maracana Soccer Stadium. 


In his sermon, the Pope said that 
the vocation of the priesthood 
involves sacrifices. 


“DO NOT BE fooled that the 
perspective of-.a priesthood less 
austere in its demands of sacrifices 
and renunciations — as for instance in 
the discipline of ecclesiastical 
celibacy —can increase the number 
of those you want to follow Christ,” the 
Pope said. 

The priest's primary task is a 
spiritual one, he continued. A priest’s 
“service is not that of a doctor, of a 


social worker, of a politician ora union 
leader,” he said. 


“In certain cases, the priest can 
perform these functions in supple- 
mentary way, as they have done inthe 
past with energy. But today these 
tasks are being performed adequately 
by other members of society.” 


THE POPE ENDED his first week in 
Brazil with rousing praises for the 
ethnic diversity in the country. In a 
series of speeches in the southern 
cities of Porto Alegre and Curitiba the 
Pope said that Brazil is a good 
example of how ethnic groups canlive 
together in harmony.

Brazil’s restrictive labor code, courts 
declared the stroke illegal: 


AT THE MASS for Father Anchieta 
the pope watched as a battered Dalho 
Dallari, a lawyer who defended -the 
strikers and is a member of the 
National Justice and Peace Commis- 
sion of the Brazilian. bishops, was 
helped to the lectern to recite the 
second reading at the Mass. He had 
been beaten up the night before by 
four unknown attackers. 


“This is what happens to people 
who. fight for justice,” said Auxiliary 
Bishop Celso Quieroz of Sao Paulo. 


At a meeting with workers, Pope 
John Paul stood under an umbrella in 
the center of a soccer field in a steady 
rain. As the scoreboard flashed, “John 
Paul -Il, worker for Christ,” the pope 
launched into a defense of the right of 
workers to organize and to fight for 
better wages. 


“SAO PAULO ALSO has numerous 
people on the fringes of society, 
unemployed, underemployed and 
badly employed,” he said. 


“The primary and fundamental 
preoccupation of each person and all 
people— men of government, politi- 
cians, union leaders and entrepre- 
neurs— should be: Give work to all,” 
the pope said. 


The church “affirms clearly the 
right of workers to unite in free 
associations to make their. voice 
heard, to defend their interests and to 
contribute responsibly for the 
common good,” he said. 

However, he asked workers to avoid 
violence and class warfare as a means 
of attaining their ends.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (NC)— 
Pope John Paul I! gave his papal ring 
to a slum parish in Rio de Janeiro 


- during a pastoral visit July 2. 


The: symbolic gesture, which 
appeared to be spontaneous, brought 
tears to the eyes of the small group of 
about 200 “favelados” (slum- 
dwellers) close enough to see the 
pope in the small space in front of the 
hilltop chapel. 


The papal visit to Vidigal, one of the 
many “favelas” (slums) around Rio de 
Janiero, and his hard hitting attack on 
poverty made the stop one of the most 


“dramatic in the pope’s 12-day visit to 


Brazil. It was also the first outdoor 
event which received no television 
coverage. Police said television crews 
were excluded for security reasons. 


THE POPE WARNED those who were 
well off to “avoid closing in on 
themselves, in an attachment to their 
riches, a spiritual blindness.” 


Addressing the wealthy, he recalled 
Christ’s words about the poor in spirit 
and said: “May the truth disturb them. 
May it be for them a continuous 
warning and a challenge.” 


The pope told the poor that “In the 
whole world the church wants to be 
the church of the poor... To the poor, 
to those who live in misery, it says that 
they are especially close to God and 
his kingdom. 


“BUT AT.THE SAME TIME it (the 
church) says that it is not permissible 
‘for them and their families —for 
anyone —to be arbitrarily reduced to 
-misery . One must do everything licit 
to assure himself and his family

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The keeper of liberty’s flame is a man of prayer 


NEW YORK: (NC)—At 7:30 a.m. 
Capt. Gabe Madison sounded a blast 
onthe horn and eased the 60-foot 
Liberty.II into New York Harbor for the 
daily voyage which transports 
National Park Service employees to 
their jobs on.Ellis and Liberty islands. 


AS THE VESSEL chugged through 
the green water and morning haze to 
Liberty Island, Charles DeLeo gazed at 
the massive Statue of Liberty, pointed 
to the tip of the torch and said, “That's 
where | pray.” 


At 8 a.m. DeLeo raised Old Glan on 
the 100-foot pole and went to work 
with the maintenance crew in the 
monument that has been the symbol 
of freedom since its dedication on 
Oct. 28, 1886. 


After a 154-foot elevator ride 
through the pedestal, the muscular, 
brown-haired DeLeo walked up a 
spiral staircase with the sound of 
footsteps echoing through the statue. 
When he reached Miss Liberty’s right 
shoulder, DeLeo unlocked a metal 
gate and branched off into a narrow 
stairwell that has been closed to the 
public since 1916. He maneuvered 
his compact frame up the narrow 
ladder for the final 63-step climb. 


AT THE TOP, past four sodium 
vapor bulbs, the equivalent of 10,000 
candles, DeLeo opened the door and 
was met. by a gust of fresh air. 
Stepping onto a small catwalk around 
the flame of the torch, he had a 
spectacular view of lower Manhattan. 
“This is my chapel,” he said. 


For the past eight years the 32-year- 
old DeLeo has been “Keeper of the 
Flame.” He keeps the torch free from 
dust and dirt, cleans the 200

windowpanes in the crown and torch 
and does general maintenance on the 
statue. 


He recalled that after his four-year 
hitch in the Marines ended in 1969 he 
had had a variety of jobs but couldn't 
land a steady-one. Then his fortunes 
took a dramatic turn. 


“ON MARCH 22, 1972, | was out of 
work and decided to visit the Statue of 
Liberty,” he said. “About halfway over 
on the ferry the Holy Spirit inspired 
oer to ask for a job as soon as | got 

ere.” 


DeLeo did just that. “Through God’s 
intercession | was immediately hired 
as a laborer on the maintenance 
staff,” he said. “Soon after | dedicated 
the torch as a chapel to the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” DeLeo goes there to pray and 
meditate during breaks. 


The third of four children of a Greek- 
American mother and an_Italian- 
American father, DeLeo is a member 
of Blessed Sacrament parish in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. He quit high school to 
enlist in the Marines. 


IN VIETNAM he survived six mortar 
attacks. “l became more aware of my 


“ Catholic faith over there,” he said. “1 


knew God saved me for a purpose. | 
felt God was calling me in a big way to 
spread his word.” 


DeLeo, who describes himself as “a 
servant of God ‘who glorifies his 
creator,’’ recently received a 
commendation from the Red Cross 
after donating his 65th pint of blood.
